THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 


The Gaarantee of the Stock an Es- 
tablished Fact. 

MontrReAL, Nov. 10.—The Gazette un- 
derstands that.a slight change has been 
made in the arrangements with the Do- 
minion Government for the guarantee of 
the stock of the Canada Pacific Railroad 
Company. Only $65,000,000 of the stock 
will be guaranteed, the $55,000,000 now 
outstanding and $10,000,000 in addition, 
which it is the intention of the company 
toissue. The remaining $35,000,000 will 
be lodged with the government and as it 
is withdrawn to be placed upon the mar- 
ket tugcompany will deposit with the 
goverfiinent the amount sufficient to cover 
the guarantee. The amount immediately 
required to secure ten years’ guarantee on 
$65,000,000 is $16,000,000.- Of this sum

SHARON'S SKELETON. 


He Denies Each Charge in Detail. 

SaN Francisco, Nov. 10.— William 
Sharon to-day filed an answer in the case

Almost all recognize the fact 
that Los Angeles is opolitan city, 
but few realize how large a portion of our 
population was born on foreign soil. 
the figures given the estimates cover the 
number of residents whose birthplace was 
outside of the United States—children, 
when still in the family, even if born in 
the United States, being also counted. 
The first in the list of our population 
not distinctly American, are the Spanish- 
Americans. An estimate made by one of 
the teading citizens of this class, who has

Other nationalities—Portuguese, Sclav- 
onic, Austrian, Scandinavian, Japanese, 
Swiss, Dutch, the Central and South 
American Republics and the West Indies 
—are a]] represented, but of course not in 
considerable numbers. 

It will be seen by the above estimates 
that the foreign-born population, includ- 
ing children not over twenty-one, born in 
this country, comprises over half the esti- 
mated population of the city. Of the 
remainder, a gentleman. who has made 
something of a study of the matter, 
estimates that of the population born in 
the United States, about -fifty per cent. 
came here from the Western States, fifteen. 
per cent. trom. the Middle States, twenty- 
five per cent. from the Southern States, 
and the remainder from the New England 
and Pacific Coast States and Territories. 

The question of our population is one 
of much interest, and those who have 
further facts bearing on the subject are 
invited to contribute them. If the ratio 
of increase during the past three years 
should continue until 1890, the census of 
that.year ought to show a population of 
over 50,000.

Several prominent business men from 
central Iowa and Illinois, who lately 
came-over the Northern Pacific route 
on atour of observation, arrived in 
this city this week, on their way home 
via the southera route. They say the 
Dakota country is being peopled at a 
marvelous rate by settlers. who are 
putting small houses and tem porary 
improvements On government and rail-

Their obseryations in Montana, Idaho 
and Washington Territory impressed

is anything but an inviting outlook 
at the present. From the fact that 
the process of subjugating the im- 
mense area of wheat lands in the big 
bend of the Columbia is necessarily 
slow, and that the long winters and 
the mushroom growth of non-pro- 
ducing cities and towns, which are 
five years ahead of the development 
of the agricultural interest, are exist- 
ing unfavorable conditions, they were 
convinced it was no place for them. 
In many places they found the set- 
tlers much disappointed and anxious 
to find a more congenial climate. 
On the arrival of this party in Califor- 
nia they were delighted to find such a 
mild and equable temperature at this 
season of the year. Since their arrival 
at Los Angeles they have for the first 
time on their trip found a country tha; 
comes up to their expectations. The 
healthy conditions of trade, the pros- 
perous financial situation of our far- 
mers and horticulturists, the gradual 
reduction of mortgages, as well as our 
heavy exports as compared with the 
acreage under cultivation, and the 
genial climate as compared with the 
country visited and the one they came 
from, have settled the business for 
them so far as location is concerned. 
They return shortly to bring out their 
friends and will come to stay.

The usual and most successful meth- 
od pursued is to hunt with three boats 
to a party, each boat contuining three 
men, One or more of whom isa sharp- 
shooter. Rifles of the very finest make 
ure required and some of’ the weapons 
brought into requisition Jare beautiful 
specimens of the guo méker’s art. The 
firm of Rogers Brothers, of this city, 
have now three parties upon the islands 
| of San Miguel, San Nicolas and others. 
They are taken over and left upon these 
islands on the schooner Convoy, be- 
longing to this energetic firm, who 
keep a vessel’ employed attending to 
their abalone, seal and otter operations. 
The skin of.an otter is worth all the 
way from $45 to $500, awide margin. 
The points of excellence are size of 
skin, heaviness and length of hair, and 
in the best ones called “silver tipped” 
skins a beautiful color is added to the 
ordinary shade. The fact that but 
about 150 skins were obtained in these 
‘waters last year and that their value is 
roughly estimated at in the neighbor- 
hood of $10,000, will give an idea of 
the value and scarcity of the animals. 
It requires long practice to evable a 
mun to becume a successful otter 
hunter. 

About the most expert of the sharp- 
shooters in this business is George 
Nidever, now upcn the Islands. His 
father, now dead, was also an expert 
hunter, and the first man to shoot ot- 
ters on this coast. It was on one of 
these expeditions he discovered the 
lone woman of San Nicolas, whose 
heroism and exile are celebrated the 
world over, but whose grave :emains 
unmarked and unhonored in the 
Nidever lot in the cemetery.

New and Vatuabie Recipes—Paste 
im your Scrap-Bowk. 

‘A plain dessert can be made by fol. 
lowiug the Girections for making roly- 
poly pudding, and by substituting 
jelly for fruit. Cut in slices, and 
serve with wine sauce. 


Oatmeal cookies combine many 
good qualities, and will be relished by 
children. Make them just like an 
ordinary sugar cooky, using two- 
thirds oatm-al and one-third flour. 


An extremely simple way of orna-j} 


menting the square of flaunel which 
you put over baby in his carriage is to 
crochet a row of open work and a 
small scallop on the edge and runa 
bright ribbon through the open spuces. 


Cranberries make a delicious filling 
for a rolly-polly pudding. Stew them, 
using as little water as possible, so 
that the juice will be thick and jelly- 
like; sweeten and let the sauce boil 
for a minute or two, but not longer, 
af.er the sugar is put in. 


Cream fritters, as an entree with 
roast beef and vegetables, are made 
just the same as if they were to be 
eaten with syrup. The cream 13s a 
gravy made of butter and flour, with 
boiling water pourect over. -A littie 
sugar should be added, and a few 
drops of vanilla. 


A nice dish for breakfast is made by 
cutting pork tenderloins in thin slices; 
stew them in water till they are nearly 
done; then put a little butter in a 
and fry them tiil hght 


with mashed potatoes and raw toma- 


toes sliced thin. 


Apple custard pie should be baked 
with an undercrust only. The filling 
is delicious 1f made of: one pint of 
sweet milk, one pint of smooth aj ple 
sauce, well swvetened, three eggs; fla- 
vor with lemon or with a little cinna- 
mon. This will make two small-sized 
pies or one Very large one. 


A little time and trouble used in 
removing the seeds from grape sauce 
will pay a large interest. After the 
grapes have cooked sufficiently so that 
the seeds separate readily from the 
sauce through a collander, then with a 
spoon remove the seeds as far as possi- 
ble, put the skins back with the juice 
to cook until they are soft, and skim 
off any seeds that rise to the top. 


Handsome covers for sofa pillows 
and cushions are knit of silk pieces 
The real foundation for the stripe— for 
it is made in stripes—is knit of com- 
mon cottén yart, and is kuit with me- 
dium-sized needles; knit three rows, 
then draw through each loop on the 
next row a bit of the silk. Thesilk 
must be cut in narrow strips of equal 
length and width.

RELIGIOUS NOTES. — 
Chorches and Missions — Religious 
Events and Movements. 

The Evangelical Lutheran church in 
the United States has 130,365 com- 
municants and 862 ministers, with 
1425 churches and stations. 


Gen. Phil. Sheridan has taken a pew 
at St. Matthew’s Catholic church, 
Washington, for himself and family. 


The city mission of New York wants 
$15,000 by the 15th of December, to 
close tke year without debt. The past 
year 3755 gospel meetings have been 
held, and 76,525 visits made among 
the sick, suffering and needy. 


In the last ten years the Episco- 
palians have increased their communi- 
cants in Massachusetts from 11,557 to 
19,232, and in Boston have built six 
new churches and four chapels. 


The Catholic Archbishop Feehan, of 
Chicago, soon to go to Rome, with 
prospects of coming back.a cardinal, 
has been presented by his fellow-clergy 
in the west with a testimonial purse of 
$8000. 


The discussion of the time-limit 
among the Methodists seems to have 
done one thing that was not expected 
—disclosed the fact that the great ma- 
jority of the churches think a single 
year a long enough pastorate, and 
‘want to keep things and preachers 
moving on together. 


The Pittsburg Methodist Protestant 
conference at its late session appropri 
ated over $4,000 to its superannuated 
ministers and the wives of its deceased 
ministers.

The Christian at Work says there 
are eight ministers in Maine who have 
been ordained fifty-one years or more, 
and the venerable Dr. Carruthers, of 
Portland, has been in the ministry for 
the remarkable period of three score 
and four years. One of the eight, the 
Rev. J. T. Hawes, of Litchfield, still 
supplies the church in that place. 

The contributions of the presbytery 
of New York made the following 
exhibit: Home missions, $65,761; 
foreign missions, $74,258; education, 
$18,426; publication, $7,465; church 
erection, $25,771; relief, $13,435; 
freedmen, $10,297; sustentation, $410; 
general assembly, $1,367.45; congre- 
gational, $309,568; miscellaneous, 
$145,808; total, §673,576.45. There 
are in the presbytery 38 churches, 
with 18,285 communicants.

CaLLao, PERU, Sept. 17, 1883. 

Saturday, as we expected, we went 
up the mountains, and a grander trip 
I never bad. At6:30 a. m. we left the 
ship, ten of us, well provided with 
plenty of clothing and lunch. Artiv- 
‘ing at Lima in the regular train we 
found the ‘“Favorita”’ awaiting us. 
This is a little engine and car all built 
in one, and nicely fitted up. It was 
the private car of the late Mr. Meiggs, 
who built the road, and itis now used 
entirely for excursions. It will seat 
ten very comfortably. 


FLYING UP THE VALLEY OF THE RIMAC. 


For about fifteen miles above the 
city the valley is soven miles wide, 
with beautiful green fields of corn and 
other grain, extending from the little 
river winding down the middle out to 
the base of the abrupt and barren 
mountains on each side. Even now, 
although the country was devastated 
by war buta couple of years ago and 
is yet in the possession of the enemy, 
the fields and everything look thrifty, 
and suggest a state of proeperity hardly 
expected under the circumstances. 
Itis almost unnecessary to say that it 
is not due to native enterprise, but to 
the enterprising North Americans who 
have come here and erected sugar 
mills, cotton mills and flour mills, and 
established all kinds of commercial 
houses, besides building the railroad 
up into the heart of the almost impas- 
suble mcuntains, thus opening up to 
the worid oue of the richest of mining 
countries. Along the banks of the 
river are a numter of sugar mills and 
cotton mills. Here and there along 
the route are 7 | 


RUINS OF VILLAGES. 


Some of them were abandoned ages 
ago, but most of them were destroyed 
during the late war. Every station 
along the railroad has a garrison of 
Chilian soldiers, and the only houses 
that appear habitable are used by them. 
There are many crosses or little altars 
standing alone along the rvad side, at 
some of which I saw devout Catholics 
at prayers. Among the ruins of the 
villages one can always distinguish the 
cathedral, which is usually the largest 
and, in fact, the only building of any 
size or having any pretensions to ar- 
chitectural design in construction to be 
seen. Nearly all of the houses are 
built of mud; many of them built 
during the reigns of the Incas. The 
cathedrals are usually built of*stone, 
and are very massive and generally 
imposing in appearance. They always 
have at least one bell tower, with a 
chime, or rather a number of bells,rung 
by means of braided ropes. 


ZIGZAGGING UP THE MOUNTAIN. | 


As we ascend the valley it gradual- 
ly narrows until there is not a fout of 
level land ulong its banks. Then the 
railroad commences its sharp ascent, 
being built in cuts in the mountain 
sides. The grade is 211 feet to the 
mile. When going up it looks just as 
though we were climbing a hill, you 
can see the inclination so plainly. A 
place called San Bartonio 1s where we 
begin the ascent in earnest. Here we 
run up to the station and onto a turn- 
table, where we turn completely 
arouud and run back in the same di- 
rection, but curving around and up the 
mountain side. After running this 
way a little way we run back again, so 
that efter traveling three miles we find 
ourselves difectly above the station 
about 600 feet, and the river as much 
further below the town. From there 
we run up quite a distance, without 
any more of these “developments” (as 
they call the V construction) that the 
road makes while running backward 
and forward. 


HIGH BRIDGES — FORTY TUNNELS IN 
FIFTY MILES. 


A few miles farther on we come to 
the great Agua de Verruguas, over 
which there is a bridge, one of the 
highest in the world. From the bed 
of the river up tothe track of the 
road is 252 feet. Itis not a suspen- 
sion bridge either, but is built on 
three iron piers. At the end there 1s 
atunnel, so yourun out of a tunnel 
onto the bridge, and then from the 
bridge into a tunnel again. In a 
distance of fifty mules there are forty 
tunnels, and io places you can look

the edges of cliffs, with the little 
river winding along thousands of feet 
below. 


SCENES OF BEAUTY AND GRANDEUR. 


In places the valley widens out a 
little, so that there may be seen at 
once several villages on the river 
banks, aud numbers of beautiful green 
fields and pastures, with with cattle 
and llamas in them. All along the 
mountain sides can be seen the trails 
leading into the villages on their way 
over the mountains, and every now 
and then a horseman or a train of 
llamas can be seen slowly winding 
their way along the trail, looking like 
mere specks, they are so many feet 
below or above us, or may be directly 
Opposite, across the valley. 


BEFORE THE SPANISH CONQUEST, 


by Pizarro, about 350 years ago, there 
were sO many people in the valley that 
they were obliged to cultivate the 
mountain sides. In order to do this 
they built a series of terraces from the 
base to the top of the mountains and 
grew their corn and other crops on 
them. In order to get the water up to 
these terraces they built a series of 
acqueducts and carried the river water 
up there. These terraces and the ruins 
of the acqueducts can besecn all along 
the valley. By the time that we 
reached the elevation of 7,000 feet we 
began to feel the 


EFFECTS OF THE RARE ATMOSPHERE. 


Our heads all felt swelled up, espec- 
jally at the temples; our faces became 
fizshed, and our eyes looked us though 
we had a bad cold in our heads. As 
we continued to climb up it got worse, 
until some of the party felt very badly 
by the time we reached Chicla. the 
present end of the road, at an eleva- 
tion of 12,220 feet. It is 80 miles from 
Lima, and situated in the valley of 
the Rimac, or, more properly speaking, 
inthe gulch through which a little 
creek goes tumbling along a couple -of 
thousand feet below the town. Al- 
though we were at an elevation of 12,- 
000 feet, the mountains still lifted their 
peaks 5,000 feet higher, and many of 
them were snow-capped. By the time 
we reached Chicla mv unpleasant feel- 
ings had all passed away. We stayed 
there about an hour, during which 
time we ate uur lunch. It was 12:15 
o’clock when we arrived. 

_ PECULIARITIES OF THE LLAMA.

‘a little incline, probably walking 200 
feet, to see a drove of llamas, which 
were waiting to be packed for passage 
the rest of the way over the mountains. 
We walked as slowly as possible, but

SENSATIONS AT AN ELEVATION OF THREE 
AND A HALF MILES. 


After seeing these animals we re- 
paired to the hotel and ate our lunch. 
When we had all sank into chairs, 
more or less exhausted, our dector felt 
our pulses. Two of us, including my- 
self, had about’ the normal 80, the 
others were between this and 105, ex- 
cept one, who had but 60 beats to the 
minute. I noticed that he was the 
only pale one inthe party. After I 
had eaten my lunch I felt like myself 
aguin, experiencing no peculiar feeling, 
except a lack of desire to exert myself 
very much. At that elevation water 
boils at 190°, instead of 212°, as at the 
sea level, and the barometer stands at 
about 20 inches; so that the pressure 
of the atmosphere 1s a little less than 
10 pounds to the square inch, instead 
of about 15 pounds. I don’t wonder 
it made our heads feel big. 


DOWN THE MOUNTAIN. 


We started back at 1 p. m., and did 
not use a pound of steam, except for 
the steam brake. All the way down 
to Lima the engineer controlled the 
engine by the brake entirely. At 
places Where the road was straight for 
some d'stance he would let her out, 
and we would go at the rate of sixty 
miles per hour. I found just as much 
to interest me on the trip down as up, 
and one might go over the road a 
dozen times and still see things of in- 
terest that he had not seen before. 
Coming back we all got out and 
walked across the great bridge I spoke 


of. Even some of us, all sailors, felt a 
little dizzy. Up in the mountains 
they have

Who Should Bow First. 

Who should bow first? Some 
authorities insist that a gentle- 
inau should not. bow to a lady 
until she bows to him. The au- 
thor of the “‘American Code of 
Manners” says that it is all 
wrong: “A géntleman should 
always bow first to a lady, no 
matter whether she retiirns it or 
not. If he sees, by her face, 
that she does not wish to return 
it, he can refrain from bowing 
the next time.” ‘This is on 
the ground that ‘a lady, par- 
ticularly an elderly lady, or a 
society leader, perhaps, has so 
many acquaintances that she 
does not remember alf the young 
men who have been presented.” 
This, however, doesn’t seem to 
settle the question conclusively, 
for it may be that the young 
man has quite as many acquaint- 
ances as the lady, even if an el- 
derly one.. He may, himself, too, 
very l.kely be a society leader; in 
tact, a very large number of the 
leaders of society, at present, are 
of what would have been con- 
sidered, fifty years ago, a com- 
paratively immature age. Our 
own opinion is, and it has been 
arrived at after long reflection, 
that both persons should bow 
simultaneously. Perhaps, in the 
case of very near-sighted persons, 
alittle latitude might be given, 
providing the fact of myopia can 
be clearly preved by medical ev- 
idence. There is, however, al- 
ways danger in these exceptions 
to social rules, and theretore it 
may be safer for near-sighted 
persons to bow in all cases of 
doubt, accustuming themselves 
to this with uniform courtesy, 
whether they are themselves rec- 
ognized or not.

—brings up to our eyes the hide- 
ous sins which we thought were 
buried forever. Conscience ut- 
ters two great voices One o 
them declares, “Great peace have 
they who love God’s law; in 
keeping his commandments is 
great reward” The other voice 
is, ‘There is no peace to the 
wicked; they are like the troubled 
sea which cannot rest; the wages 
of sin is death.” Just in propor- 
tion as we hear and heed these 
voices conscience becomes our 
sweetest comforter or our most 
terrible tormentor.—Dr. T. L.

A Farmcr’s Graphic Account or 
Eastern Fox Hunting. 
From the New York Times.] 


“ The Meadow Brook club had a hunt 


/Saturday, and tke Times reporter met 


in the evening, near Westbury, Long 
Island, a farmer who was at the finish. 
The wet-sand stuck tothe wheels of the 
farmer’s wayon, and the horse was re- 
luctant to pull the load, deru 
you!”’ said the farmer as the mare stop- 
ped stone till. He brought a smuail- 
sized tree down on the back of his borse 
with a resoundivg bang, and the ware 
gave such a jump that the farmer was 
nearly jerked over the back of “the scat. 
“There was as many as twenty-five 
on’em out io-day, ‘n they had forty- 
eight hounds,’’ continted the’ farmer. 
‘The dogs made more noise thana 
apple-parin’ bee. The buntsmen—that’s 
what they cali ’em—dragged first an 
anise-seed bag -from Newcastle, round 
through Whiaticy and Oid Newbury, 
bere on Wertoury, Dern your oid 
hide, getup there. You haiu't good fer 
nothin’ except eatin’, and dern me if 
you can’t do more o’ that ’n any two 
horses I know on.’’ 
‘*The horse is tired, isn’t it?’’ 


/ Tired?” asked the farmer, as he 


mearly broke the mare’s back with the 
sapling. ‘Stranger, that mure is 
lazier’n a hired man.

I’ve seen 
more’n # huudred in the chase. The 
hunters kvocks down the fences and the 
farmers’ horses don’t have nothing to 
jump. Some of the farmers has pretty 
good jumpers, but they hain’t got the 
wind. ‘Ibe hunters’ horses are hard 
and all gaunted up like greyhounds.”’ 

‘“‘Do the farmers like to have the 
huntsmen go over their fields?’’ 

‘Some on ’em do, and some on ’em 
don’t. You see two men will come 
around Monday and ask what damage
